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Interesting  developments  have  been  noted  throughout  the 
year  in  all  school  activities. 

Twenty-four  students  were  enrolled  in  the  Junior  High 
School  and  thirty-six  in  the  Senior  High  School. 

Tli.e  Music  Department  has  done  excellent  work,  our  Glee 
Club  winning  "excellent  rating"  in  the  State  High  School  Con- 
test. The  Boys'  Quartette  was  in  much  demand  by  civic,  i'ra- 
lernal  and  religious  organizations,  filling  forty-five  engagements 
throughout  the  year  for  which  they  received  high  commendation. 
The  Harmonica  Band  gave  its  usual  Christmas  program  at  one 
of  the  local  theatres.  This  group  is  composed  of  small  boys 
and  girls  under  the  direction  of  one  of  our  fornier  students. 

The  Debating  Team  engaged  successfully  in  frequent  de- 
bates throughout  the  session  and  the  enthusiasm  arising  in  these 
contacts  resulted  in  a  helpful  spirit. 

The  manual  training  and  domestic  arts  occupy  a  major 
])lace  in  our  curriculum,  every  effort  tending  toward  eij nipping 
the  student  with  a  knowledge  of  some  self-supporting  work  for 
later  life.  In  turn,  every  opportunity  is  used  to  demonstrate 
this  work  to  the  public  by  displays  before  the  various  clubs, 
booth.s  at  the  State  Fair  and  a  Christmas  Gift  Shop. 

The  Physical  Education  Department  in  its  work  of  overcom- 
ing physical  defects  is  showing  consistent  progress. 

The  girl  and  boy  scout  troops  have  won  for  themselves  an 
enviable  reputation,  Avhile  the  development  of  scout  ideals  is 
creditably  reflected  throughout  the  entire  school  life. 

In  the  annual  track  and  field  meet  held  in  the  early  spring 
our  boys  conquered  their  sighted  opponents. 


School  for  the  Blind 
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Consistent  progress  is  noteworthy  among  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  school. 

The  annual  entertainment,  consisting  of  small  folks'  min- 
fitrels,  gymnastic  exhibition,  songs  by  the  advanced  choir,  and 
selections  by  the  school  band,  was  a  creditable  performance 
given  for  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  their  friends.  The  Colored 
Department's  Band  contributed  selections  which  were  most  en- 
thusiastically received. 

National  and  State  holidays  were  appropriately  observed. 

Christmas  and  Easter  were  acclaimed  with  much  joy  due 
to  the  visits  of  Santa  and  the  Easter  Bunny  in  person  bringing 
gifts  for  all.  The  Holidays  were  made  memorable  by  parties, 
hikes,  visits  to  the  movies,  entertainments,  etc. 

Acknowledgement  of  thanks  is  recorded  local  artists,  vaude- 
ville stars,  school  orchestras,  radio  entertainers  and  managers  of 
local  theater  houses  for  kindly  contributing  entertainments 
throughout  the  year. 

We  are  especially  grateful  for  the  splendid  cooperation 
given  us  by  neighboring  churches  whose  committees  escorted  the 
children  to  their  respective  services.  To  the  following  pastors 
we  feel  especially  indebted  for  their  loyal  and  sympathetic  in- 
terest :

While  equipment  and  facilities  have  been  stretched  to  care 
for  our  greatly  enlarged  enrollment,  we  continue  to  contact  and 
interest  prospective  pupils  throughout  the  State ;  the  usual 
medium  of  field  workers,  county  judges,  j^ublic  health  nurses 
and  newspaper  articles  having  been  found  successful. 

On  admission  to  the  school  each  pupil  undergoes  a  com- 
plete physical  examination  and  recommendations  made  by  the 
school's  physician  are  carefully  carried  out.  To  safeguard  de- 
fective eyesight  and  to  prevent  advancement  of  blindness,  from 
the  day  of  admittance  our  pupils  are  under  the  care  of  the  eye 
specialists,  Drs.  Claude  T.  Wolfe  and  A.  E.  Bell.   To  these  two 
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physicians  we  are  indebted  for  their  efficient  and  faithful  service 
rendered  Avithout  cost  to  th.e  State. 

Our  active  physical  program  and  well  balanced  meals  con- 
tributed larg'ely  to  the  splendid  health  Avhich  prevailed  among- 
our  children.  Individual  health  cards  on  file  show  interesting 
evidence  of  increases  in  weight. 

To  the  entire  staff  personnel  of  our  school,  whose  sincerity 
and  unselfish  spirit  of  service  has  brought  about  a  continuance 
of  happiness  and  contentment  among  our  student  body,  we  owe 
a  debt  of  gratitude. 

The  Colored  Department  has  completed  a  satisfactory  school 
year  under  its  own  staff  of  efficient  teachers.  The  health  of 
these  boys  and  girls  has  been  exceptionally  good.  The  course 
of  study  has  been  diligently  pursued  and  at  the  annual  con- 
cert at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  the  musical  program  includ- 
ing the  boys'  band,  displayed  excellent  training. 

Summary  :  Coincident  with  the  one  hundred  per  cent,  in- 
creased enrollment  of  blind  children,  to  whom  our  Common- 
wealth has  guaranteed  educational  advantages,  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind  was  drastically  re- 
duced so  it  Avas  only  by  operating  under  the  most  rigid  economy 
and  painstaking  management  that  these  chiklren  have  been  cared 
for.  Ft  is  obvious,  however,  that  the  present  financial  situation 
precludes  any  consideration  of  those  children  now  on  the  wait- 
ing list  and  those  wh.o  will  apply  to  us  in  the  future ;  nor  can 
Ave  make  the  necessary  expansion  and  replacement  of  old  equip- 
ment. 

An  emergency  need  that  aa'c  are  uoav  facing  is  the  building 
of  tAvo  cottages  Avhere,  in  these  separate  units,  the  youngest 
children  could  be  housed — this  Avould  afford  the  proper  en- 
A'ironment  for  them  \Adiile  greatly  relieving  the  congestion  in  the 
main  building.

It  is  the  ardent  wish  of  the  Board  that  every  child  who  is 
eligible,  shall  attend  this  school  and  receive  an  education  which 
will  enable  him  to  become  a  useful,  happy  and  self-supporting 
citizen. 

The  course  of  study  is  similar  to  that  offered  by  the  public 
schools,  but  peculiarly  adapted  for  the  blind. 

Skillful,  devoted  teachers  will  care  for  the  comfort,  health 
and  welfare  of  your  child  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  h.omelike  and 
wholesome. 

Letters  to  parents  are  written  periodically  so  that  they  may 
be  kept  advised  as  to  the  health  and  progress  of  the  children.  In 
case  of  illness,  children  have  expert  doctors  and  their  parents 
are  promptly  notified. 

All  children  return  to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation 
but  extended  holidays  are  not  encouraged  during  the  school 
year.

BLIND  CHILDREN 

Every  l)lind  child  in  Kentucky,  or  any  Kentucky  child 
whose  sight  is  so  poor  as  to  i)r('vcnt  it  from  attending  an  ordi- 
nary school,  can  get  a  free  education  at  the  Kentucky  School  for 
the  Blind  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  There  is  no  cliarge  for  board, 
tuition  or  books. 

There  are  separate  schools  for  the  white  children  and  for 
the  colored  children,  some  distance  apart,  each  with  its  own 
set  of  teachers.  The  State  has  endeavored  to  make  these  schools 
everything  they  should  be  for  th.e  education,  health,  and  comfort 
of  the  blind  children  of  Kentucky.  The  buildings  are  large  and 
])eautifully  situated  on  rolling  grounds  with  magnificent  forest 
trees,  and  filled  with  every  possible  device  for  the  training  of  the 
blind.  The  teachers  are  the  best  that  can  be  had,  thoroughly 
experienced  in  teaching  those  who  cannot  see. 

The  school  session  o])ens  the  second  Wednesday  of  Septem- 
l)er,  and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  the  children  go- 
ing to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation. 

To  get  into  the  school,  it  is  necessary  that  the  child  have  too 
little  sight  to  attend  an  ordinary  school,  be  between  six  and 
eighteen  years  of  age,  have  a  sound  mind,  be  free  from  disease, 
and  a  resident  of  Kentucky.

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KENTUCKY  WORKSHOP  FOR  THE  ADULT  BLIND 

The  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult  Blind  is  under  the 
same  management,  but  separate  and  apart  from  the  school,  with 
a  special  appropriation  for  its  maintenance.  Its  purpose  is  to 
train  and  em^jloy  blind  adults,  thus,  endeavoring  to  make  them 
self-supi)orting  and  independent  citizens. 

Through  concentrated  effort,  the  sales  for  the  past  3^ear 
have  been  the  largest  in  the  history  of  our  shop,  thus,  making  it 
posmble  to  give  steady  employment  to  twenty-five  blind  men. 

During  the  year  our  home  teacher  taught  many  adults 
throughout  tlie  State  to  read  and  write  Braille,  and  they  are 
experiencing  much  pleasure  from  reading  periodicals  and  books 
printed  in  that  type.  The  feeling  of  independence  which  they 
derive  from  reading,  without  assistance,  adds  immeasurably  to 
their  happiness. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Workshop  was  reduced  approxi- 
mately twenty  per  cent. — If  this  department  is  to  extend  its 
sphere  of  usefulness  to  the  blind  adults  of  the  State,  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  former  ai^propriation  be  reinstated.
